mal price tieing due to the world war s 
absot bing the supplies that might oth­ 
erwise be 'hipped into Mexico, and 
her own political disorders and result­ 
ing chaos having cut down home pro­ 
duction until the demand far exceeds 
Hie supply. 
It should he 
borne 
in 
mind that Sinaloa has suffered much 
less than the ether parts of Mexico 
by the i*ai i seven years of anarchy, 
and, whereas, much of Mexican com­ 
merce and production is 
either

stroyed or a t a standstill, the indus­ 
tries of Sinaloa are running and ex­ 
porting to Mexico City arni the east 
coast. 
Do N ot E n v y H im 
Now, do not envy the sugar man 
his present prosperity. 
It is acciden­ 
tal; also it is due him 
his has been 
a I'truggle against heavy odd*, low 
prices, political disorder and rascali­ 
ty, hostile tariffs, 
impending 
bank­ 
ruptcy and many 
other 
difficulties. 
There are only four sugar mills of any 
size that m ake "plantation refined” 
sugar in Sinaloa, and a few smaller 
; concerns making ‘ Panochi.” or brown 
raw sugar, and prices have been so 
low that most of the small sugar men 
have been driven out of the hut in ess. 
Two of the mills are 
the 
Johnston 
properties tit Mochis anil Aguila and 
the other two are owned by Mexicans 
below Culiacan. 
The proprietor cf one 
of these told me among other things 
while showing me over his establish­ 
ment that he wa*- making a 
rn mien 
dollars gold annually. 
I asked him 
what he would do if I reported his 
remark o the Carranza government, 
and he laughed and said, “ In that case

that

damned liar.” 
It is commonly report 
cd that this man until recently was

There is no great reservoir of labor 
to be drawn upon in this country of 
millions of poor people, for reasons 
which I have not here time fully to 
discuss.

Next to sugar, the moat important 
crop at Mochis is tomatoes, raised tor 
the w i n e r and spring trade. Twenty- 
live hundred acres are devoted to this 
croi». and the harvest begins about tho 
middle of December, and lasts until 
June, when the crop in the United 
Stati a takes its place. Good tomatoes 
can not he grown in the summer time 
in Sinaloa; the only variety that does 
not ‘ scald” is a little native tomato

variety grown at Mochis is usually 
“Stone,” and they produce 
a 
fine 
smooth fruit and g. good shipper. The 
j fruit is picked green, when it has at­ 
tained full size aud is allowed to color 
In transit. 
It is sorted and packed by 
nimble, active Mexican girls, in boxes 
of 
about 
twenty-five 
pounds 
each, 
known to the trade as “lugs.” 
The 
freight to Los Angeles and San Fran­ 
cisco is one cent gold, and the exi>ort 
duty recently clapped on by the Mex­ 
ican government Is one cent gold. 
It 
usually takes a week or tin days to 
get the fruit to Los Angeles or San 
Francisco and longer to get to Chi­ 
cago. 
There is much hazard in the 
business—if 
a 
revolution 
happens 
along, and shuts down the railroad, 
the crop is lost. 
A couple of years ago the Villistas 
held 
Hertnosillo. 
The trains could 
run from Nogales to near Hertnosillo, 
and from the south to a few miles 
south of Hertnosillo, leaving 
a 
gap 
held by the Villistas. 
The freight 
had to be hauled by wagon from train 
to train, making a detour 
to 
avoid 
Hertnosillo. 
You 
can 
imagine the 
condition tomatoes would arrive 
in 
after this' delay and handling. 
There 
is something to guess about all the 
time in Mexico, nothing humdrum or 
stagnant about life under these condi­ 
tions. 
Although the quality of the to­ 
mato crop is fine, the yield is very 
small owing to its being grown in the 
winter time, for the nights are cool 
at Mochis. and occasionally some loss 
I is had from frost. 
The Alfalfa Crop 
After tomatoes, the next most val­ 
uable crop is alfalfa, used locally and 
I also shipped to Mazutlau three hun- 
; dred miles to the south. 
The yield is 
five or six tons to the acre. and the 
I price from ten to twenty dollars gold. 
; Peaches, apples and many 
of 
the 
fruits of the tem perate zone do not 
• thrive here. 
Quinces, guavas, pome­ 
granates. citrus fruits, dates and many 
of the semi-tropical

Bananas and pineapples may he grown 
but it is a little far north for bananas. 
Grapes are grown but the yield is only 
2-'* or 30 per cent of what we would 
expect in California. 
Oranges thrive and yield abundantly 
here as in the entire coastal region of 
West Mexico. 
Scale is destroying the 
orchards; the fruit grown is seedling 
varieties and when ripe is sweet or 
rather not sour, very full of seeds and 
with a rag that resembles buckskin. 
While on the subject of oranges, I 
have often heard the question raised 
of the probability of Mexican compe­ 
tition with California grove- . Just for­ 
get it; so tong as Mexico has lier own 
government and culture even though

Some corn, beans, garvanza and other 
crops are grown; * gg plant and bell 
poppers for winter trade, etc. etc.

| mariufai titre of sugar from cane is 
; not so complicated nor so expensive a 
process as with beets.. I was shown

The smoke we see rising In the dis-! 
tance is from the sugar factory 
at 
Aguila, eighteen miles away across a 
level plain. 
Our northern horfzon is a! 
range of rocky hills twenty-five miles 
away which run from San Blas thirty 
miles to our east, almost to the sea! 
thirty miles to our northwest. 
To the 1 
west the earth is carpeted with cane 1 
fields, the company’s chief plantations 
being in this direction, and over these 
fields the plain fades away to a dis­ 
tant level horizon, a dim haze hanging 
over the Gulf of California. 
To the 
oouth over the sugar mill and the 
nearby cane and alfalfa fields rise the

Blas, by the K ansas City, Mexico & ■ 
Orient with a spur three miles off the 
main track for the sugar factory at 
Mochis. 
A m ericans T here 
Topolobampo! There must be magic 
in the name to have brought so many 
thousands of Americans over such a 
rugged, weary road to settle within 
its difficu't territory! 
Well, the sun is sinking to rest In 
his home in the West, so we must 
leave this fair view and descend to 
earth again, and then home. 
We will 
have to leave the story of Mochis only 
partly told and take our way back t o 1 
California, 
disbanding 
our 
tourist 
party, so they may have a rest from 
an already over long and perhaps 
tedious Journey. 
Mexico is a very large country and 
we have only had glimpses of a little 
strip seven or eight hundred 
miles 
along the west coast. Perhaps at some 
future date we may, when rested, take 
a longer journey together, traversing 
the entire country from Yucatan to 
Calexico, from El Paso 
to 
Mexico 
City. 
I am sorry that time and space, to 
say nothing of your forbearance, dear 
friends, do not allow me to give a 
couple of dozen more letters which 
would just about finish 
up 
W estern 
Mexico. 
I should like to take you with 
rue on many delightful side trips and j 
on many hunting and fishing e x cis­ 
ions and banquet you on the game and • 
oysters, sharing with you our T hanks­ 
giving dinner of alligator tai! steak 
Too. I should like to take you sailing- 
on the many lilies 
of 
shallow bay | 
waters on the West Coast, teeming 
with fish. 
Especially should I like your co m -1 
pany one calm evening and the follow- j 
Ing two days as we launch our little; 
mat at the head 
of

estuary of, 
Topolobrrinpo Bay, the moonlight m ak­ 
ing a silver path on the placid waters 
down which we float, down past the 
“little hill of departed spirits” where 
the spirits, ’tis said, dhnce at midnight, 
singing; 
down 
past

‘ lookout” 
where in peaceful times the (tort au­ 
thorities watched, for the approaching 
vessels that in happier days carried 
the commerce that came to "Topo” 
down to tho mouth of the harbor, the 
fish leaping around us by hundreds, 
several falling into the boat. 
Also I should Uke to tell you the 
strange tales of the Santiaguea, 
the

To the Honorable Board of Supervi­ 
sors of Orange County, California. 
G entlem en:—In subm itting for your 
consideration 
our 
report 
upon the 
feasibility of developing a commercial 
harbor at Newport 
Bay, for which 
specific purpose the undersigned wero 
appointed by your Honorable Body, we 
perhaps realize the 
importance and 
responsibility attached to this docu­ 
ment more than others of our fellow 
citizens who have not had sim ilar op­ 
portunities to investigate the subject 
at hand. 
We desire to state at the outset that 
the Harbor Commissioners have felt 
a deep responsibility in this work from 
the time the oath of office was admin­ 
istered. 
It has been our aim to give 
the people of Orange County com plete 
and accurate information concerning 
the 
possibilities 
of Newoprt 
Bay, 
which might settle for all time the 
controversies long existing along this 
line, and to conduct this investigation 
with as little expense to the taxpayers 
as possible. 
All previous discussions 
concerning this body of water have 
been conducted largely along tho linos 
of personal opinions, coupled in some 
instances with personal prejudice; and 
regardless of the fact that commercial 
vessels entered Newport 
Bay forty 
years ago, transacting quite a consid­ 
erable import and export business 
even In those prim itive days, this re­ 
ally magnificent body of protected wat­ 
ers has been allowed to remain un­ 
touched while great commercial har­ 
bors nearby have been developed from 
less favorable conditions. 
Certainly no one can attempt to 
deny the advantages of water trans­ 
portation to any community or section. 
It has been the standard of economy 
and progress since the earliest history 
of man and without it even today the 
world would relapse to a far lower 
•vale of civilization and intelligence 
than it now enjoys. 
All other means 
of transportation and travel are subsi­ 
diary to It, and few in fact, except 
those afforded by the animal kingdom, 
would be in existence without it. 
Wat­ 
er transportation is the great regula­ 
tor of trade and commerce, and is tho 
greatest factor to be considered In 
commercial development and econo­ 
m ics in any community. 
There never 
w as a hamlet, no matter how smalt, 
provided with 
reliable water .trans­ 
portation, which did not receive a cer­ 
tain benefit from it; and it is a signi­ 
ficant fact that practically all the great 
trade renters of the world would bo 
seriously handicapped without their 
harbors. 
A realisation of the benefits of water 
competition in the transportation of 
exports and imports of Orange county 
and the consquent impetus of such a 
step to all forms of commercial de­ 
velopment, has been growing steadily 
for several years in the minds of many 
bf our citizens and resulted in the pas­ 
sage of an act by the California State 
Legislature in 1915 under the provi­ 
sions of which any county in the state 
could, through petition of its people, 
be formed into a hardor district. 
The 
i equipm ents of this petition were un- 
<wally severe, one of them being that 
it should contain signatures of the free 
holders and electors of the county e- 
qual in number to 15 per cent of the 
vote cast for Governor at the last pre- 
eeding election; but notwithstanding 
trem endous 
handicap 
the petition 
was filed with your honorable body 
with a surplus of signatures, request­ 
ing the formation of Orange county 
into a harbor district and the appoint­ 
ment of Harbor Commissioners whose 
chief duty was to Investigate the pos­ 
sibilities of a commercial harbor at 
Newport Bay. 
The fact that such a 
percentage of the fee title ow’ners of 
our county had asked for this investi­ 
gation is evidenced in itself that the 
importance of a harbor was conceded 
and that it was the duty of the com­ 
m issioners to conduct its researches 
in the most thorough manner possible, 
ta the end that if such a harbor was 
feasible the taxpayers and voters of 
the county might be furnished with 
absolute evidence that such an oppor­ 
tunity was theirs and only awaited 
their further action in the way of pro­ 
viding means for development. 
Your commissioners, therefore, have 
felt that their principal duties rested 
in ascertaining the physical possibili­ 
ties of Newport Bay, and determining 
beyond question whether 
it 
offered 
practical opportunities 
for 
a 
com­ 
mercial harbor, for it must be plain 
to all fair-minded people that few sec­ 
tions in all the world could be more 
benefitted by such an enterprise than 
Orange county, in view of its extensive 
and compact resources and trade. 
Our first and most Important work 
was the selection of an engineer, who 
should not only be experienced and 
competent, but whose report would 


absolutely 
be 
final 
either 
for or 
against the feasibility of development. 
Several arduous weeks were spent in 
making this selection, no favoritsim 
being employed, ^very harbor engi­ 
neer available being interviewed per­ 
sonally and shown over the waters of 
the bay. 
It is a fact worthy of note in this 
connection that every one of the engi­ 
neers considered, after superficial ex­ 
amination of the bay, pronounced the 
project of a harbor as being entirely 
feasible aud desirable, depending sole­ 
ly upon what the tests for formation 
might disclose. 
After considerable discussion, with 
the idea always in view that the com­ 
missioners were now engaged in their 
most vital task, Capt. Chas. T. Leeds 
was selected as our engineer, on ac­ 
count 
of 
the 
unbroken chain of 
recom mendations 
we 
received 
con­ 
cerning him, and his wide experience 
as a harbor engineer. 
It is a source 
of gratification to the commissioners, 
in support of their decision, that the 
United States government under the 
stress of the trem endous 
responsi­ 
bilities now' resting upon it, has again 
called Capt. lameds to the service, and 
that our harbor engineer is now the 
chief government engineer official of 
this southw est territory. 
W e f e d 
♦hat we can offer the people of Orange 
I county no higher authority on the 
j physical features of Newport Bay than 
Capt. 
lameds, whose findings follow 
I later in this report. 
One of the problems encountered by 
tho commissioners was the disposition 
of the Santa Ana river, which erratic 
and troublesome stream has not only 
been a constant m enace to thousands 
of acres of the most productive and 
valuable lands of the county, but 
whose immense loads of silt, lf allow­ 
ed to continue their deposits in the 
bay, 
would 
seriously 
ham per 
the 
m aintenance of defined shipping chan­ 
nels, perhaps to the point of rendering 
a harbor scheme totally impracticable. 
This phase 
of 
the 
situation 
was 
brought to the attention of your hon­ 
orable body, with the result th at the 
commissioners w ere Instructed to in­ 
clude in tW ir investigations a plan by 
which the Santa Ana river might be 
diverted from the waters of Newport 
Buy and a permanent outlet provided 
direct to the Pacific Ocean; W'hioh 
would also solve one of the g reatest 
problems in Hie consideration of drain­ 
age and protection plans either now 
in operation or to be developed in the 
future. 
This report therefore includes 
a nlan for the permanent diversion of 
the Sa ita Ana river as well as 
coin- 
u le ie ii. format ion concerning the h ar­ 
bor site itself, w’hich, if adopted by 
your honorable body and later by the 
people of Orange county will demand 
the establishm ent of harbor lines in 
the upper bay and complete investiga­ 
tion as to tide land titles in all parts 
of Newport Bay. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR 1 
: 
SUCCESSFUL PORT 


P A R T I. 
Essential Requirements for 


a Successful Port. 
In considering the advisability of 
developing a commercial port in any 
community there are three essential 
factors which enter into the determin­ 
ation thereof. It must be remembered, 
in this connection, how’ever, that all 
these requirements need not be met 
in full immediately, but that thp initial 
project recommended by the engineer, 
which is endorsed MV the Commission, 
and for which it is recommended that 
bonds be voted, is a basic part suf- 
cieut for the present and immediate 
future needs of an ultimate develop­ 
ment which will take care of all busi­ 
ness that can and will finally com e to 
this port. 
The Increasing business, 
coming to the port, making necessary 
additional facilities, will provide ta­ 
coma to make such improvements and 
additions, and such business develop­ 
ment will dem onstrate to the govern­ 
ment the propriety of its continuing 
the w'ork necessary for the complete 
development of the ultimate project. 
1. Tributary Commerce. 
The first and foremost requirement 
for the development of a successful 
seaport is a commerce existing or pos­ 
sible of development in the territory 
com mercially tributary to the port. 
The territory which does naturally, 
or oi*n be artificially made to, serve 
and be served by the port must sup­ 
port, or be capable of supporting, a 
dense population, and producing large 
quantities of export products and re­ 
quiring large quantities of imports for 
the sustainance of the population or 
for the manufacture of articles con­ 
sumed within the territory. 
It also 
means that the transportation facili­ 
ties within the territory must be ade­ 
quate, diverse and so distributed as 
ta handle the freight and passenger 
movement to and from the harbor to 
all points in the territory economi­ 
cally and expeditiously. 
2. Safe, 
Commodious and Accessi­ 
ble Harbor. 
The next important.requirement Is a 
commodious and safe harbor natural 
or capable of being artifically develop­ 
ed, into which vessels may easily 
enter at all times and lie safely at the 
wharves while they receive and dis­ 
charge their cargoes from and to the 
land transportation system. 
The en­ 
trance from the sea must be so located 
as to afford every possible protection1 


OPEN PORT MEANS EXTENSIVE TRADE 


How Orange County

I. Tributary Commerce. 
(a) Resources, present and future. 
T he conditions prevailing 
in 
O r­ 
ange County are indeed unique. 
New­ 
port Bay, a natural land-locked harbor, 
is situated almost in the center of its 
coast line of forty miles. 
T he County 
is twenty-four miles in width at Its 
widest portion, and Is of the average 
w’idth of twenty miles, and with its 
southern and western borders lying 
along the sea coast covers an average 
length of forty miles. 
Its northern 
ami eastern borders are m arked by 
rolling foothills and mountains often 
S low' capped, and far up the sides of 
the mountains the plow and cultivator 
have made tile soil yield prolific crops. 
The m ajor portion of the county is 
characterized by broad expanse of val­ 
ley land under cultivation whicli yields 
abundantly. 
There are few' products of the soil 
but what are successfully grown here; 
the county has un international reput­ 
ation for the quality and abundance 
of its crops, leading the world in th** 
production of Valencia oranges, wal­ 
nuts and sugar beets. 
Orange Comity supports the claim 
to five beet sugar factories, all opera­ 
tive, exceeding in num ber all other 
counties in the Upited States. 
The 


product from these factories in tile 
year 1916 totaled a value of over seven 
million dollars, establishing this enter­ 
prise ag one of the leading industries 
of the county. 
The bulk of this pro­ 
duct is distributed at this time by rail. 


It is instructive however to note from 
the table following, the tonnage and 
value of the same, that bas moved by 
w ater transportation through th,- port 
of l/os Angeles 
in the past three 
years:

to vessels entering and leaving the 
harbor in all weather. 
A wide and 
deep channel m ust permit the safe, 
passage over the bar of the vessels 
of tho greatest draft using the port. 
Anchorage and other channels must 
be deep enough and wide enough and 
turning basins must be large enough 
to allow the free movement of ships 
to and from the wharves and to the 
different parts of the harbor at all 
stages of the tide, and 
under 
all 
weather conditions. 
2. Adequate H arbor Facilities. 
The third requirement is adequate 
wharf and pier facilities at the harbor 
so as to afford quick, economical and 
ample means for the transjortation of 
passengers and freight between rail­ 
way and water. 
Sufficient dockage 
and berthrooin must be provided to 
take care of all business offered, and 
attract additional shipping. 
W harves, 
warehouses, transit sheds with mod­ 
ern freight handling machinery, and 
sufficient areas for the receiving and 
sorting of m erchandise must furnish 
the meaan for the prompt and econo­ 
mical transfer of freight 
and pas­ 
sengers between land and the water 
transportation, or for the temporary 
and 
safe storage 
of 
certain 
com­ 
modities. Cold storage warehouses for 
the handling of perishable freight are 
of great value in developing this class 
of business. 
Orain elevators and oil 
storage facilities will provide for the 
handling 
of 
these 
profitable com­ 
modities. 
It is an axiom of harbor develop­ 
ment that although safe and com­ 
modious anchorage, easily approached 
by broad and deep channels from the 
sea is a necessary requirement, busi­ 
ness will not come to a port not prop- 
trly provided with harbor facilities, 
because in spite of the natural ad­ 
vantages, 
the 
business 
cannot 
be 
handled through the port economi­ 
cally. 
To summarize, a considerable vol­ 
ume of commerce, existing or latent, 
is fundamental. Safe and commodious 
anchorage m ust be provided in an 
easily accessible harbor. 
There re­ 
mains but one requirement— the de­ 
velopment of adequate wharves, ware­ 
houses and transfer facilities—to in­ 
sure the quick and substantial growth 
of the port.

The above record serves to show 
tie possibilities of moving sugar beet 
products by w ater transportation. 
In 
three years there has been moved from 
a single port, in round numbers, 66,500 
tons valued at $5,000,000 
It is safe to assum e that the close 
of the world war will present traffic 
conditions that will demand far great­ 
er facilities on the part of water car­ 
riers than even the a^ove business 
would demand. 
In a period of five years, wheat 
fields of the Interior have been tran s­ 
formed Into groves of oranges, lemons 
and avocados. 
W ithin a like period 
the mesa bordering the ocean has been 
transform ed into orchards of peaches 
apples and apricots and groves of Val­ 
encias. lemons, walnuts and avocados 
show 
wonderfully advanced growth. 
In the past six years the stuble fields 
have been transform ed into developed 
oil territory, yielding oil and natural 
gas In abundance. 
The output from 
this Industry alone for 1917 will equal 
nearly twenty million dollars. 
When these facts are taken into 
consideration and It is realized that 
with a grand total production of $25,- 
145,521. in the year 1911, the produc­ 
tion 
has constantly Increased each 
year until a total of $40,746,323 is 
reached in 1916, it would seem logi­ 
cal to conclude that by supplying the 
ultimate demands of a great commerce 
in the development of our natural deep 
w ater port, m eans would be supplied 
to meet the requirements, and accel­ 
erate the Increase of our commerce. 
It is a m atter of common knowledge 
that Orange County yields a diversity 
of products sufficient to maintain it­ 
self insofar aa food is concerned. 
It also produces a sufficient quantity 
for export to establish an Income for 
the producer, and add to the wealth of 
the county each year.

Tile citizens have testified to their 
progressive spirit in the demand for 
a highway system which has been 
built to supply present needs and bas 
been so laid out as to furnish easy 
access to the four corners of the coun­ 
ty. 
This highway system is in a large 
measure responsible for the progress 
of the county, and for the rapid in­ 
crease in its commercial importance. 
It has not only supplied means for a t­ 
tractive routing of tourists and pleas 
tire seekers, but has made possible 
rapid moving of pnxiuce from farm 
to city and freight station, and thy 
introduction of motor trucks which 
has materially lessened tile cost of 
transportation. 
The highway of Orange County is 
an asset that will long remain a fac­ 
tor as a m eans of publicity, and its 
salient influence over those seeking 
new fields in which to locate will con­ 
tinue of immeasurable value 


Tin* fact that this highway leads di­ 
rectly to Newport Bay, and through 
its arteries to every producing district 
in the county, offers a singular advan­ 
tage. 
Many commodities can by this 
means be landed directly to or from 
a harbor here improved. 
With the completion of the highway 
system, the commercial Importance of 
Orange County at once advanced and 
production and improvements gener­ 
ally increased. 
These results are now 
shown in the gain in the assessable 
property of the county 
which 
has 
grown from $30,000,000 in 1911 to $60,- 
000,000 in 1917. 
The economic influ­ 
ence of the highway system is so wide- 
felt that It would be difficult to euum 
elate the advantages, and impossible 
to determine its measure of profit. 
Suffice it to say, that tin* people would 
far rather vote again its cost ($1,270,- 
000) for the extension of the system, 
than to deprived of one half its pre­ 
sent mileage.

With a list of products as shown 
above it is readily observed that much 
of it is in direct demand by countries 
that are in easy access by w'ater tran s­ 
portation. 
Tile practical method of 
taking advantage or water tran sp o rta­ 
tion, is through ample port develop­ 
ment. 
The principal Imports of the county, 
such as lumber, iron pipe, Iron well 
casing, furniture, 
textiles, 
clothing!, 
drugs, groceries, press paper, m achin­ 
ery, farm 
implements, automobiles, 
dry goods, plate glass, J*indow glass, 
crockery, etc., are all products suit­ 
able for water transportation, and lar­ 
gely m anufactured in localities pre­ 
pared to take advantage of such. 
It 
remains only for communities which 
are prepared to receive 
the ship* 
which carry these cargoes, to profit 
directly from the interchange of com ­ 
merce. 
It is vastly important there­ 
fore that Orange County m ake such 
eraly provision for the improvem ent 
of a harbor at Newport Bay as can he 
made In business propriety. 
Already 
other localities, where conditions are 
far less favorable, have benefited in 
a measure that is attested by rapid 
increase of industrial plants, pay rolls 
and property values, and by conse­ 
quent evident increase In population, 
through which the burdens of citizen­ 
ship are materially lessened, 
(b) 
T ransportation Facilities. 
Nor Is the territory tributary to 
Orange County Harbor measured by 
the limitations of its boundaries. 
Pav­ 
ed highways lead to direct communi­ 
cation with the foothill region of the 
Sierra Madre mountains, to the devel­ 
oped sections of Riverside and San 
Bernardino Counties, and rail and the 
highway lead to the prolific valleys 
of the Colorado River, the Imperial 
and Palo Verde and to the ruining re ­ 
gions of Nevada, California and Ari­ 
zona. 
These sections already estab­ 
lished in production are fast increas­ 
ing tht-ir output, and their increased 
commerce will seek and welcome ev­ 
ery means to economy in handling 
their immense tonnage of freight. 
The semi-arid regions of adjacent 
territory, now but sparsely settled, 
are susceptible of great development 
through irrigation and by the culti­ 
vation of adaptable crops, and through 
improved methods of farming. 
The 
development of their vast mineral re­ 
sources will open a new avenue of 
wealth and offer Immense tonnage in 
the movement of supplies and of pro­ 
ducts. 
Orange County occupies a unique 
position with reference to its natural 
harbor. Newport Bay. 
No section of 
the county is situated more than tw en­ 
ty miles from the port, and in turn it 
is connected with each section by 
standard concrete highways. The port 
is already served by one electric and 
one steam railway, and access to the 
harbor on lines with easy gradients is 
available to two other trans-contlnen- 
tal railroads now operating in the 
county. 


erty value. 
In the year 1916 17 
this 
item amounted to 3.15 per cent of the 
capital invested, or assessed inopera­ 
tive property value-showing a reduct­ 
ion of IO per cent in relative cost of 
county government, or business m an ­ 
agement. 
In particular this saving is 
made apparent in reduction of m ainte­ 
nance, as evidenced bv accountings 
of the several road districts of the 
county. 
These conditions which n a t­ 
urally follow the adoption of any ex­ 
tensive improvement such as O range 
County’s highway system, calculated 
to reduce the cost of handling, or of 
which 
facilitates 
the 
movement 
of 
traffic. 
As shown in calculation from real 
values, the per capita wealth 1911-12 
was $2,355, and aa shown in 1916-17 
$3,135, an increase of over 34 per cent. 
While the present highway system 
has been a factor in producing results 
of prime advantage, its greatest use­ 
fulness and real potentiality will only 
be made known when It is connected 
with a deep w ater port, and thus sup­ 
ply its part in tip- ultimate demands 
of a great commerce. 
Tile advantage of substantial pub­ 
lic improvement h a s been dem onstrat­ 
ed beyond peradventure In the con­ 
struction of the highway system. 
Now 
to connect this system with a deep- 
w ater port from which the growing 
production could 
be 
exported, and 
needed imports could be distributed, 
would be to complete a good work so 
far demonstrated. 
The largest ocean in the world is at 
our 
door—the 
highway 
to Japan, 
China, Hawaii, the Phillippines. Aust­ 
ralia. New Zealand. South Am erica 
and the South Pacific Islands, border­ 
ed by a population which runs into the 
hundreds of millions of people who 
will trade with the United States and 
through Pacific (’twist ports. 
The Panama Canal has opened a 
direct route to the Atlantic seaboard 
and the ports of Europe, which will 
fix the trend of extensive com merce 
thro ugli which the ports of the Pac­ 
ific coast are to reap their reward. 
To obtain aud encourage this com ­ 
merce It is necessary for the county 
to develop Us harbor to the point at 
least of actual present needs, by sup­ 
plying channels of sufficient depth and 
width, and constructing substantial 
wharves, all of which may be done at 
reasonable cost of construction and 
maintenance. 
Furtherm ore it will be neccesaary 
to keep port charges down to a m ini­ 
mum rate, sufficient only to produce 
a revenue for operation, repair, main­ 
tenance and new 
construction, and 
thus make this one of the cheapest, 
most commodious and desirable ports 
in the world. 
To carry such a determination suc­ 
cessfully into effect, it is neccesaary 
that each separate addition to the har­ 
bor facilities should be in itself a 
component part of a general plan of 
port development, which shall intelli­ 
gently anticipate and gradually pro­ 
vide for the com merce of the future. 
2. 
Safe, Commodious and A ccess­ 
ible Harbor. 
The natural advantages of Orange 
County harbor at Newport Bay, are 
obvious. 
We do not require expensive mason­ 
ry basins or docks, in which » fixed 
level of w’ater is maintained by means 
of machinery and gates, and which on­ 
ly permit of ingress and egress at * 
about the time of high tide. 
Such in­ 
land docks are generally neccesaary 
at most of the large commercial ports 
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Europe, either because of excessive

Within Hie same property limits, there 
ar** public service improvem ents of 
the assessed value of $1,602,485.00, 
which pay no city tax, being taxed ex 
elusively by the State. Making total 
assessed value of improvements $4,- 
056.560. These improvements are a1 op­ 
erative, and support over two thousand 
employees carrying a payroll oi $1, 
500,000 per annum. 
The Long Beach harbor was d vel- 
oped entirely from tide flats, and it 
was necessary to dredge the channel 
to the sea, as well as the harbor basin 
Moreover, as tiler© is as yet no pro­ 
tection from silting, occasions have 
presented when it became necessary 
to dredge the harbor to clear it from 
accumulations of silt at great expense, 
and yet the harbor lias been the prime 
cause of pres -ut accel* rated industri­ 
al develope aint. 
The value of Bort Development way 
be instanced in the determination of 
til*- people of Redondo and Hermosa 
to improve their facilities. The limited 
acommodation of wharves at Redon­ 
do, and Hie ineonvenince of transferr­ 
ing freight and ta — HK' r- over piers 
extending into the open sea, with til 
resultant excessive cost, has resulted 
in ti determined action. This communi­ 
ty has already voted $400,00.00, wit It 
which to begin the preliminary work 
and purchase right of way, aud lins 
effected a contract with New 5 ork 
capital by which the harbor veil be de 
vc limped at the cost of over $4,000,000. 
Tho spirit of the people can he better 
understood, when it is known that, 
when they 
a s k 'd 
for preliminary 
plans and specifications to in- drawn, 
two men within titre** hours, secured 
$2500, Hie cost of tile plans, by popu­ 
lar subscription. 
The people of Ventura county, who 
long 
depended 
on a single pier hue© 
found it inadequate in tit*' handling 
of Mu ir Increasing shipping, and have 
urged th eir petition before tile Whir 
D epartm ent 
until 
they have been 
granted a perm it Ic* dredge a harbor 
in the tide-flats of Hueneme. This may 
seem like an inexpensive undertaking, 
but tile end will justify the means. 
The people of Hip city of Newport 
Beach in voting bonds for $125,000.00 


for 
construction of 
a jetty at the 
mouth of Newport Bay, have qualified 
in their intentions with alm ost unani­ 
mous expression at the polls. More­ 
over they are proposing to vote still 
another $50,000.00 for further improve­ 
m ent in dredging. Nor have they done 
this 
without counting 
the cost, or 
reckoning with the results. 
Already they have assurance that 
they will add to the assessable prop­ 
erty of the city through the pleasure 
craft seeking anchorage, a sufficient 
am ount in total to m eet tho interest 
on the bonds. 
While tile purpose of the improve­ 
ment of the city of N* wport Beach is 
only directed to Hie accommodation cf 
pleasure boats and fishing craft, it 
naturally follows that 
tho improve­ 
m ents effected 
through 
this enter­ 
prise 
wil result in increased «oiii- 
morcial and industrial activity. 
There could be no more attractive 
locality in its natural stat*1 than is 
offered for pleasure boats, as the pro­ 
tection afforded is nothing I* 
than 
perfect. 
With the increased dept Ii ever the 
bar, the entrance protected with tile 
jetty, and t in* channels dredged to 
sufficient width and depth, the pleas­ 
ure craft of all Southern California 
will be afforded an ideal home. 
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PART HI. 
Commercial Benefits to 
Accrue to Orange County Through 
Harbor Improvement. 
For the purpose ot determining pos 
sible future advantage in community 
interest it is pertinent to review the 
certain trend with which commerce 
lins increased in Orange county, and 
to note in particular how the county 
lias kept apace in added improve­ 
ments, in extended developments and 
in constantly increasing revenues. 
The fundamental cause must he de­ 
term ined in order that correct deduc­ 
tions may follow. 
This is the age of history making 
in which til*' whole world is at inter 
est. The saliant influence of the spirit 
of expansion in development, exploita­ 
tion and commercial suppreniacy has 
been active in permeating power. 
The great corporations have univer­ 
ve;-sally adopted the policy of ex­ 
tension. 
Manufacturing plants have 
increased their faciliti s many fold. 
Many new plants have sprung into ex- 
istance, and 
the 
whole 
industrial 
world is alive, rushing orders in an 
effort to 
provide 
for 
still 
bigger 
business. 
Our great Nation is engaged in the 
biggest business it lias ever known. 
Compared to it, no other country has 
engaged in such stupendous 
affairs, 
and our colossal activities and respon­ 
sibilities have mad*- 
us 
tin- 
credit 
nation of the* world. 
Not only is our nation financing 
the activities of the world, hut it is 
furnishing Hie produce to feed it. the 
commerce to supply it, and building 
tho ships to carry the 
products 
to 
other shores 
What tin* demand may he can only 
ii** conjectured, for nations will de­ 
mand much from every open avenue 
in the era of reconstruction, and it 
will largely devolve upon us to supply 
th** demands. 
In considering subjects of civie im ­ 
portance it is essential that cine res­ 
pect lie, paid to community interests. 
It follows, therefore, that such sub­ 
jects tic* analized from the* basic prin­ 
ciple that loyal citizenship stands to 
support such measures as m ake for 
progressive construction in the great­ 
est good 
to the* greatest 
number, 
morally, physically and commercially. 
In this connection it Is pertinent 
that we investigate some of our needs 
as a community, and devise a means 
of supplying them. 
One of our needs, affecting the en­ 
tire county in community interest, is 
an equitable freight rate that will en­ 
able us to meet competition an encour­ 
age the establishment of industrial 
enterprises. 
The burden of effort has. been with 
us for years, in 
which 
thru every 


Suppose we could affect saving of 
$3.00 a thousand feet on all lumber 
that is shipped into Orange County. 
Suppose that portion of tide land 
surrounding Newport Bay. assessed in 
round figures at $35,000, paying in 
round figures a yearly tax of $500.00, 
through this sam e constructive sys­ 
tem, in the course of eleven years, 
could be made to represent an assess­ 
ed value of $2,500,000, and pay a year­ 
ly tax of $30,000. 
Suppose within the

would be invested in m anufacturing

Capitalized, the excess cost 
on the year’s lumber receipts would 
pay the interest and retire the loan 
of over $500,000,—TV/f 40 year bonds 
This Item alone would improve Or­ 
ange County Harbor as planned. 
In the matter of staple groceries 
it is conservative to estim ate an ex­ 
penditure of $1.00 
per 
person 
per 
week, or $52.00 per year. 
For a pop­ 
ulation 
of 
60,000 
the 
expenditure 
would be $3,120,000 per annum. 
Tip* rate on principle staph' groc­ 
eries is 88 cents to Los Angeles and 
90 rents to Santa Ana, an increase of 
2 cents or about 2.28 per cent. 2% of 
$3,120,000 is equal to $62,400. 
This 
amount would pay the interost at 5% 
on Si,248.OOO. more than twice the cost 
of the harbor. 
To continue calculation from 
the 
premise of saving In freight on im­ 
ports, reference Is made to the fast 
increasing demands 
of the oil fields 
of the county, which include the Ful­ 
lerton, Brea, Olinda 
and 
Placentia 
districts, eihbodied In what is official­ 
ly known as the W hittier Fullerton 
Field 
Within 20 years this field has 
been developed in its entirety and in 
the last IO years it has increased its

3300 acres of oil land has been 
proven here, and there are upwards 
of 700 w ells producing over 1,8000,000 
barrels per month.

000. 
Obviously this is a remarkable 
record. 
Improvements in Brea have kept 
apace during the formation period, 
and the increased population has just­ 
ified the end of organizing a munici­ 
pal government. 
Mills, 
shops, 
merchandise 
enter­ 
prises, banks, garages, 
warehouses, 
etc. have been induced through in­ 
creased demand to serve the growing 
trade and add to the property value, 
each lending 
its quota to 
accelera­ 
tion of commercial importance. 
In the exploitation of the oil in­ 
dustry there is required 
a 
large 
quantity of machinery, tools, 
pipe, 
casing, etc. 
In order to effect con­ 
sideration of th e 
possible 
excess 
freight costs at the rate yow applying 
it will be of Interest to note that 
there are now 700 well In operation 
of the average depth of 3,000 feet. 
Each well has In it about 140 tons 
of casing. 
Tile freight rate on casing from the 
mills in the Pittsburg district is 78 
cents to Los Angeles 
(a 
terminal 
point) and 83 cents to Brea, a differ­ 
ential of 5 cents per IOO pounds or 
$1.00 per 
ton. 
lf the casing is ship­ 
ped from I/os Angeles yards, the back 
haul is IO cents, which added to the

Cents makes 88 cents per hundred. 
a differential *>f $2.00 per ton to Brea. 
At only $1.00 difference the 140 tons 
of casing in the average well would 
cost $140.00 more than 
if 
Orange 
county had the benefit of a terminal 
rate the same as Los Angeles. 
The 
average for the last ten years has 
been about 67 wells. 
At $140.00 per 
well the excess cost on well casing 
alone, due to back haul, is $11,390, 
which would pay the interest at 5 
per cent, on $227,800. or nearly half 
the cost of the harbor. 
Summarizing, we represent to the 
people of O ran ge county that the an­ 
nual actual 
and 
immediate 
saving 
would accrue to them through the 
establishm ent 
of 
terminal rates as 
follows:

These figures are probably ultra­ 
conservative, and when to them is 
added tho other advantages 
to 
be 
gained through a harbor, the question 
of 
commercial 
expediency 
would 
seem to be satisfactorily answered. 
For instance, if only ten per cent, of 
the oranges from our county were 
shipped by water to New York, a 
saving of $44,000 per annum would be 
effected; only twenty-five per cent, of 
our beans by water would save $47,- 
000 per year, and only twenty per 
cent, of our walnuts would add $19,- 
OOO more. a total of $110,000 in addi­ 
tion to the above $100,000, making a 
grand total of $210,000. This does not 
take into account the certain savings 
on dozens of other com modities im­ 
ported or exported 
by

PART IV. Justifiable Expenditure for 
Harbor Development. 


In paragraph 3 of Part II above we 
have given som e idea of the possible 
extent of wharf developm ent at New­ 
port Bay. 
Some of this frontage is 
owned by private interests, som e of it 
la publicly owned. 
In addition to this 
land now in the possession of the 
^public it la probable that a good many 
'thousand feet of frontage will com e 
Unto public ownerahip by reason of 
the public rights to many acres of 
tide lands in the bay. 
It has been shown above that the 
benefits to accrue to Orange county 
from lessen e! freight rates alone, to 
say nothing of increased taxable prop­ 
erty, commercial and industrial ex­ 
pansion 
and 
larger pay rolls, 
will 
many tim es justify paying the cost of 
carrying and retiring the bonds from 
tax income. 
This would make It pos­ 
sible to keep harbor wharfage and 
dockage charges down to a minimum. 
W here conditions are as favorable for 
low m aintenance cost as they will be 
at Newport Bay, when the Santa Ana 
river slit problem is elim inated as 
provided for in this report, the port 
charges can be made so low that they 
compel shipping to make use of the 
advantages offered by the harbor for 
the handling of freight 
to 
Orange 
county and interior points. 
If desir­ 
able to establish an absolutely free 
harbor the cost of m aintenance of the 
public harbor facilities can be paid out 
of tax revenues, and the difference 
would be hardly appreciable in the 
tax rate. 
The follow ing statem ent will give 
an ideq of the small tax, 6>4c. per 
hundred dollars for assessed valua­ 
tion, which would carry and retire 
$500,000 bonds in 40 years:

ed if we had a harbor, or the financial 
gains from the developm ent of indus­ 
tries or Increased valuations for tax­ 
able purposes incident and tributary 
Jo the harbor. 
If tile people of Redondo and Her­ 
mosa actuated by a past experience 
have determined the business propri­ 
ety of voting $400,000 for preliminary 
work and have contracted with New 
York capital for harbor improvement 
to cost over $4,000,000: if the people 
of Ventura county have been imbued 
with the spirit of preparedness, urg­ 
ing their petition before the War De­ 
partment until they have been granted 
a permit to dredge a harbor in the 
tideflats of Hueneme, is it not high 
time that the people of Orange county 
review in serious contemplation the 
foundation which nature has laid with 
lavish endowment for their building? 
Is it not high time that the people 
of Orange county develope the latent 
possibilities of a land locked harbor 
which lays hard against the sea to 
beckon the coming shipping of the 
world to safe moorings? 
Are we im ­ 
bued with the spirit of preparedness? 
It is time we should awaken to the 
advantages of aiding and stim ulating 
commercial growth and 
supremacy. 
There can be no doubt of the need 
of industrial expansion to be brought 
about 
through Hie development of 
Orange County Harbor. 
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flannels In the 
bay occurred. 'Sur- 
. eya made during the winter of 1915-16 
show that between 1912 and January 
1916, 640,000 cubic yards of silt were 
deposited there, and between January 
m d May 1916 a further deposit of 900,- 
>00 cubic yards occurred. 
This silt- 
lia has practically all 
taken 
place 
tin e the Santa Ana River has been 
straightened 
and 
confined 
between 
levees. 
This was to be expected and 
vill continue because the river instead 
if spreading over the flat lands at a 
ow velocity and depositing its silt 
bu den thereon, is now confined to a 
narrow er channel, through which by 
•enson of its higher velocity, it 
will 
:a»ry its silt from the upper reaches, 
md from carving banks or scouring of 
its bed, to the channels of the Bay. 


From the above facts it is clear that 
tin' m aintenance of Newport Bay, even 
as a pleasure resort, necessitates the 
en'ire exclusion therefrom 
of 
the 
Santa Ana 
River. 
Fortunately, 
this 
can be done very simply and inexpen- 
si\ely. 
A rock and earth dam across 
the river at Bitter Point, at a cost of 
approximately $200,000, using m aterial 
in m the bluff on the north, will abso­ 
lutely protect the Bay. 
This will, of 
curse, necessitate the opening of a 
new mouth for the Santa Ana River. 
This will involve excavating a channel 
through the sand spit, constructing a 
railroad bridge across the sam e 
and 
•oustm eting two jetties extending to a 
h pth of about ten feet of water. 
An 
estim ate of the cost of this work of 
minimum development is as follows: 


the season when the river is not 
in 
flood. 
This plan involves complicated 
and expensive tide gates, or weirs of 
doubtful efficacy, to keep the silt from 
lilting these channels in time of flood. 
I md will only be advisable if the en- 
] hanced value of the 
property 
along 
such channels 
justifies 
the 
owners 
thereof in assum ing the additional ex­ 
pense. 
Second.—By continuing the levees 
on each side of the river to reach th*' 
new channel through the sand spit at 
an elevation sufficient to insure 
the 
discharge of the full flood of the Santa 
Ana at tile highest tide. 
The second 
plan will he the less expensive.

It is to he remembered 
that 
the 
prices of all material and labor 
are 
fluctuating rapidly and widely at this 
time, hut the unit prices used in the 
ibove estim ate are believed to be as 
nearly 
correct 
as it is 
possible 
to 
make them under present conditions. 
No cost of right-of-way is included. 
Cognizance should be taken of 
(he 
rapidly growing need for commercial 
ports and all developments should be 
so directed as to m ake effective 
the 
present improvement as an initial unit 
allowing for such extension as shall 
be demanded. 
The above estim ate is for an initial 
development such as will 
afford 
a 
commercial port, entirely adequate for 
present needs and so designd as 
to 
coordinate with any future develop­ 
ment of the harbor, in accordance with 
the 
established 
government 
harbor 
lines, which the increasing business of 
the harbor shall demand. 
Orange County is fortunate In hav­ 
ing within its borders such a body of 
water as Newport Bay. 
There is ca­ 
pacity for the expansion of commer­ 
cial development tar beyond any prob­ 
able need. 
It 
is 
highly 
essential, 
therefore, that lines should he laid out 
which shall , so define future develop­ 
ment that no one’s lack of foresight 
shall in future years be found to have 
handicapped or warped the best devel­ 
opments of the harbor. After years’ ef­ 
forts, pierhead and bulkhead lines have 
been established by the Federal Oov- 
•rnment, but these lines do not include 
the entire area of the Bay. Your Hon­ 
orable Body should lay out pierhead 
and bulkhead lines for the entire Bay 
and permit no work 
therein 
which 
does not harmonize with a complete 
and logical plan for the best interests 
of the entire couuty.

Summarizing, the expenditure neces- 
uiry for minimum initial port develop- 
iiu ut is $635,387; which includes a dam 
at Bitter Point to exclude the Santa 
Ana river and the cost of establishing 
a new mouth for the Santa Ana river. 
The cost of dredging will probably be 
diminished through 
selling some 
of 
the dredged m aterial for the reclam a­ 
tion purposes, 
lf the 2,225,000 
cubic 
yards of material which it is estim ated 
rn iv he handled by a suction dredge 
inside the bay, can be sold to abut­ 
ting property owners at a price of six 
c< m s per cubic yard, a saving of $135,- 
300.00 would result. If the city of New­ 
port Beach should apply the amount 
estim ated to be necessary to deepen 
and widen the existing channel from 
the entrance to Bay Island to the cost 
of the County dredging on the straig h t­ 
ened channel between the sam e points 
further saving of 
about 
$5,000.00 
would be affected. 
If the Santa Ana River is excluded 
from the Bay, there will be no diffi­ 
culty in maintaining dredged channels 
or areas within the Bay. 
T here is no 
way to determine with 
certainty the 
maintenance cost for 
the 
entrance 
channel. Only careful observation will 
determine that. 
The plan presented above for 
the 
opening of a new mouth for the Santa 
Ana river opposite 
the 
levees 
con­ 
structed by the Protection l>isirict an­ 
ticipates the coordination of the work 
of the Protection District therewith. 
to insure the m aintenance of an open 
channel at that point. This can be ac­ 
complished in either of two ways. 
F irst.— By providing sufficient tidal 
prism in channels inside of and paral­ 
lel to the sand spit adjacent to 
the 
new mouth, the opening may be kept 
scoured to a reasonable depth during

Conclusions 


The construction pf a commercial 
harbor for Orange County at N» wporf 
Bay is perfectly feasible from an engi­ 
neering standpoint. 
The advisability 
of the construction of this harbor at 
the estimated cost can he determined 
inly from a consideration of the bene­ 
fits to he derived therefrom by Orange 
County. 
The execution of 
either 
of 
the 
schemes outlined for providing a new 
mouth for the S anta Ana river at the 
West end of the B ay, would send di­ 
rectly to sea the flood waters with 
their rich loads of silt, 
but 
each 
scheme may he so modified as to per­ 
mit the low m arsh lands adjacent lo 
the river to he overflowed by lh** silt 
carrying flood w aters and thus raised 
to an elevation well above high tide 
and so converted into valuable agri­ 
cultural areas. 
The lands to 
be 
re­ 
claimed could be blocked off in conve­ 
ne nt areas and long, low, temporary 
w eirs constructed at carefully deter­ 
mined locations and the several areas 
thus .successively* reclaimed with the 
least interference with 
the 
present 
agricultural operations. 
Further engineering investigation is 
decidedly advisable on the 
following 
m atters:

P A R T VI. Summary and Conclusions. 
Iii the above report we have shown 
in iii tail the origin and nature of the 
problem presented lo us by your hon­ 
orable body, and our procedure, in 
line with your instructions, in the so­ 
lution thereof. 
Tile problem resolved itself into de­ 
termining first the feasibility of con­ 
structing a columel elal harbor at New ­ 
port Bay, and second, whether or not 
the cost of the 
project 
was 
com­ 
mercially justifiable. 
To authoritatively an w»*r the 
first 
of these two que; ions, the board felt 
it should have the advice of tile most 
competent and experienced 
engineer 
available, and to this end conducted a 
searching inquiry tis to the harboi en­ 
gineers available for the purpose. The 
result of the inquiry was the select- 
tlon of Clapt, ('has. T. Leeds, on whose 
opinion the Commission was willing 
to rest in this first and essential ques­ 
tional of physical 
feasibility. 
Cap! 
Leed’s report having assured the com­ 
mission that it was entirely practica­ 
ble to build tin excellent commercial 
harbor tit Newport Bay sufficient to 
handle tin Immense volume of busi­ 
ness, and his estim ates having shown 
that an initial development 
sufficient 
to handle .ill of the present and near 
future business could bi made 
at a 
co:- of $635,387, which amount w ill bt 
reduced through th* sale el dredgings 
to approximately $506,000, tile .second 
question of 
commercial 
justification 
was made tin subject of extensive di­ 
ves {gat ion. 
Bearing in mind the three essential 
requirements of port 
development,— 
tributary commerce, a sufe harbor and 
adequate facilities—and being 
assu r­ 
ed by ('apt. L ee d s of the natural ad­ 
vantages of New port Bay as a harbor 
needing only comparatively small ex­ 
penditures to equip it with all neces­ 
sary facilities, it remained only to de­ 
termine 
if the 
necessary 
tributary 
commerce existed or could lie devel­ 
oped, to move through the port, so that 
sufficient benefit would accrue to 
the 
County of Orange, to warrant the in­ 
curring of the expense. 
A few examples of the saving to he 
made in freight on some of tho prin­ 
cipal exports and imports were suffi­ 
cient to satisfy the Commission that 
reduced the freight charges alone on 
business of the volume now

done in the county are greatly in ex­ 
cess of the amount n tcesary to nay 
the interest and retire the bonds to 
build the harbor as recommended by 
('apt.

In addition to this sav­ 
ing the Commission was satisfied th at 
immense indirect b nefits would ac­ 
crue tai Bio County in increased tax 
power, by reason of enhanced value 
of land iii and about the harbor dis­ 
trict, and throughout the county, iii 
the establishment of new industries, 
and in the consequent larger payrolls, 
aud 
increased 
population 
All 
of 
these things have followed p u n de­ 


velopment in other places, as witness­ 
ed by the examples cited. 
Always 
stimulus has been given to a com­ 
munity availing itself of natural ad­ 
vantages to develop a tidewater ter­ 
minal. 
Orange County furnishes a 
large tributary territory, supplement 
<•(1 by the counties of Riverside and 
San Bernardino, capable of support­ 
ing a dense population, and producing 
an enormous commerce. 
T ransporta­ 
tion facilities are excellent, there be­ 
ing three steam 
railroads 
and 
one 
electric interburan railroad operating 
j n the county. 
The highway system 
and tributary loads m ake possible the 
economical handling of freight to and 
from all parts of the county. 
There 
therefore seem to he every reason to 
believe that there is sufficient vol­ 
ume of business to he done, and suf­ 
ficient means 
of 
transportation 
to 
justify the development of a w ater ter­ 
minal to give the county the advant­ 
ages of the tidew ater terminal rati, 
and enable it to trade directly with 
other Pacific (’oast and Foreign ports. 
It is therefore tile unanimous opin­ 
ion of your H arbor Commission that 
tin county can economically, and with 
great and lasting advantages txi its 
people, develop and construct a com­ 
mercial harbor a t Newport Bay. and 
it is tile Commission's recommenda­

It is further recommended that in­ 
asmuch as the city of Newport Beach 
is now expending $125,000.00 in the 
construction of a jetty at tin e n tra n t" 
to the Bay extending to a 12 foot 
depth at low water, with a correspond­ 
ing depth over the bar, and inasmuch 


as certain track and false work nec­ 
essary in the work and estim ated to 
cost $20,000 or 
$25,000,

the jetty, w ill be removed at the com­ 
pletion of the present contract, th at 
every effort be made to proceed Im ­ 
mediately with the county’s harbor

000, and other additional expense, be 
saved to the people of Orange County 
by favorable contract witli the present 
contractor for the construction of the 
jetty. 
Assurance has been given by 
the contractor that rock would he put 
in place for the extension of the jetty 
at the present contract price, plus the 
cost of extending 
the

trestle the 
necessary 
length. 
The 
present special freight rates would al­ 
so apply. 
It is the furl her recoininend&tion 
of the Commission that the suggestion 
of Clipt. Leeds regarding reclaiming 
of marsh lands along Hie lower Santa 
Ana, by distributing 
the silt of tile 
river thereon, he given serious con­ 
sideration. This would result in vast­ 
ly increasing the agricultural 
value 
of many hundreds 
of acres of land 
T he plan proposed by ( apt. Leeds 
for the handling ol the Santa Ana 
river not only insures the protection 
of the harbor from silt deposits, hut 
by affording direct outlet to the sea 
for its flood waters, paves the way for 
m ore complete control of the river 
from the m ountains to th? sea. Con­ 
sideration should be given in the very 
near future to this larger problem ot 
conservation 
and 
control 
of 
flood 
waters by die three counties through 
which the Santa Ana flows. 
The con­ 
servation of tim w ater which goes to 
waste at sea, in time of flood, would 
under proper handling so replenish 
the underground w ater supply as to 
justify the cost of the improvement, 
without regard to the saving of hund­ 
reds of thousands of dollars damage 
done to agricultural and other land 
by overflow and erosion. 
In closing, your commissioners de­ 
sire to emphasize the fact that this 
report eau give hut a faint conception 
of the great future 
possibilities 
of 
Newport Bay, and tin? benefits of its 
development to Orange County, which 
can only be made clear by personal 
study and observation. 
We would 
earnestly request every citizen of our 
commonwealth to m ake such inves­ 
tigation as may be possible, and at 
least to become familiar enough with 
tile waters of tile hay to understand 
ju st what is proposed to he acomplish- 
ed under the plan herein presented. 
Located in the center of what is 
destined to become o n e of the most 
densely populated 
sections 
of 
tile 
county, on a coast where comparative­ 
ly few harbors are available at any 
cost, this great and wonderfully 
pro­ 
tected basin beckons to the spirit of 
enterprise which we are endeavoring 
to awaken, to Hie end that our already 
favored county may utilize tho great­ 
est dormant a.-selt within its bound­ 
aries, and profit accordingly from a

by 
nature ages ago. 
Wo would especially rail attention 
to a letter from Hon. John H. Small, 
Chairman of the Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors. House of R epresenta­ 
tives, to Hon. Newton I). Baker, Sec­ 
t a r y of War, on the e.-sential facil­ 
ities necessary in the establishm ent 
and maintenance of transportation by 
water mid the duty of the public and 
local interests in connection therewith, 
and tin- reply of the Secretary of W ar 
thereto, the full text of which appear 
cli Appendix “B” of this report. 
We recommend that every possible 
safeguard he throw n around the public 
rights involved in the w aters and tide­

G entlem en:— I have the honor to 
subm it the following as my final re­ 
port on the engineering possibility of 
developing N ew port Bay as a harbor 
for Orange county. 
T he success 
of 
any commercial 
project, w hether private or public, de­ 
pends largely upon the ability of the 
m anagem ent to get business, and to 
provide the facilities to handle that 
business. 
T h e development of the 
■business of New port H arbor lies with­ 
in the province of the H arbor Com­ 
m ission and the several other com­ 
m ercial organizations interested. 
The 
possibility of providing the facilities 
for handling of th at business is the 
subject of this report. 
Because of the proximity of excel­ 
lent deep w ater ports at Los Angeles 
and San Diego it is inadvisable at 
present to develope 
accommodation 
'for transoceanic commerce. 
There Is, 
however, entire physical possibility of 
economically developing a harbor for 
coastw ise traffic. 
The problem is best 
attacked by determ ining the cost of 
th e Initial port development and pos­ 
sibilities of expansion. 
The accom­ 
m odations m u st not be too meager 
either in size 
or 
convenience, or 
traffic will be difficult to attract. 
The loaded draft of lumber schoon­ 
ers a t Los Angeles Harbor varies from 
10(6 to 28(6 feet. 
For the initial 
. developm ent In the bay a low water 
depth of 16 feet should be provided; 
and because th ere is no anchorage 
butside in which ships of a greater 
depth than sixteen feet can awalt a 
favorable stage of the tide, the en­ 
trance should have a minimum low 
w ater depth of 20 feet. 
This will also 
allow for tile “squat” and “ send” in 
tim e of storm. 
In order th at the 
ships may lie a t tile wharf without 
grounding at low tide, 
the 
depth 
th ere should be 20 feet. 
The minimum channel width at the 
entrance, consistent with safety, is 300 
feet. 
Inside the bay this may he n ar­ 
rowed to 150 -feet. 
In front of the 
wharf, however, a turning basin 400 
feet wide should be provided, to per­ 
mit the turning of all vessels. 
A very com plete series 
cg 
wash 
borings, both 
at 
the 
entrance and 
within the bay, has been made, to de­ 
term ine the possibility and cost of 
necessary dredging. 
The results are 
very satisfactory, and show* that In the 
necessary 
dredging 
operations 
no 
rock will be encountered except near 
the entrance, and even this will be 
avoided by proper location 
of 
the 
channel. 
The m aterial to be dredged 
is entirely such as 
can 
be 
easily 
handled with a suction dredge. 
It, 
therefore, can be used very advant­ 
ageously in the reclamation 
of 
the 
areas landw ard of the harbor lines. 
The m aintenance of 
an 
entrance 
channel 
of 
sufficient 
depth 
will 
necessitate 
th** 
construction 
of 
a 
jetty on the west side of the entrance. 
This will effectually stop the littoral 
drifting sand from the west, and by 
giving the jetty the proper direction, 
will in great m easure protect the en­ 
trance channel 
from 
southwesterly 
s# is . 
The uncertainties and difficulties at­ 
tending the m aintenance of a navig­ 
able channel across (hp bar of a land­ 
locked hay on a sandy coast are fully 
realized. 
It is impossible for anyone 
to predict with certainty whether or 
not a second jetty east of the en­ 
trance will be necessary, or whether it 
it will be cheaper to maintain the- 
navigable depth by dredging. This can 
be determ ined only 
by 
careful ob­ 
servation during and after 
the 
con­ 
struction of the jetty. 
For the initial 
construction, however, a single jetty 
of IO feet top width with side slopes of 
I on I 1-3 and extending to a depth of 
22 feet, should be sufficient. 
This will 
give it a length of 2100 feet. The jetty 
now being built by the City of New­ 
port Beach will he 1900 feet long and 
go to 12 feet depth of water. The cost 
of the additional length if constructed

For the accommodation of traffic, a 
w harf 500 feet long, with

T he logical location for thin 
would seem at first to bo at Old New­ 
port Landing, for access to both rail­ 
road and highway transportation may 
bt? obtained either westerly along the 
foot of the bluff to the bridge 
across 
the Santa Ana River, or through 
the 
draw just west of the Country Club. 
This location is also advantageous be­ 
cause of the considerable area of tide­ 
land available here for development by 
the County for commercial purposes. 
Careful estim ate shows, however, that 
the co.st of dredging a channel 150 feet 
wide at the bottom, from Old Newport 
la n d in g w esterly to the County bridge 
will bp no g re ater than to construct 
a railroad and highway for that 
dis­ 
tance. 
W hen to this fact is added the 
probability that a considerable part of 
the dredged m aterial would be pur­ 
chased by parties desiring to reclaim 
tide lands, or raise the grade of other 
land, it will be seeh that It is advisable 
to erect a first wharf and warehouse 
n ear the County bridge. 
A short spur 
track from the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road would then be the only necessary 
connection.

The committee have not established 
any arbitrary or inflexible rule. They 
are conscious that the public must be 
induced to realize its obligations in

They find it difficult to 
excuse larger cities where production 
Is large and additional 
facilities of 
transportation are so insistent 
and 
where neither ignorance nor poverty 
can be pledged in extenuation. The 
committee are further aware that time 
will be required, even where the civic 
conscience has been aroused, to pro­ 
vide these faculties and to fully util­ 
ize navigable waterways. For the pre­ 
sent the committee only Insists there 
shall be no wilful disregard of local 
and public obligation in these respects. 
On behalf of the commute I have 
the honor to suggest that a copy of

4th—Thrift Stamps provide a way for creating 
savings accounts for the children that will 
encourage in them the habit of thrift, and 
will give them the satisfaction of having 
their savings put to a patriotic use. 
5th—Thrift Stamps bring to those who are not 
prepared to purchase Liberty Bonds, the op­ 
portunity to loan the Government small 
amounts and so satisfy their spirit of pat­ 
riotism. 


—We must win the war. Therefore, we have got to come across and furnish the Government the money that it needs. 


—When we consider the slight inconvenience that we have been put to by this terrible war, it seems as though we should not hesitate a minute to go 
just as far as possible in furnishing the funds for it.
